No Booze Permits 
for Any Purpose. 


Orders prohibiting the withdrawal of 
liquor from bonded warehouses, an- 
nounced Saturday in ashington as 
having been ed for several east- 
ern states, are expected to be extended 
to include Illinois and several other 
middle western states, it was learned 
yesterday. 

Prohibition officials in the capital last 
night declared that the order will be 
extended wherever required by local 
conditions, and Frank D. Richardson, 
prohibition director here, said he had 
made the necessary recommendations. 


No Booze for Any Purpose. 

If the order is promulgated in Illinois, 
accerding to prohibition, officials, no 
liquor may be withdrawn from storage 
for any purpose—not even. to cure 
colds. And it is from the latter benefi- 
cent end dry agents assert that most 
of the prevalent moisture is diverted 
to throats whose owners suffer no 
worse complaint than a thirst for alco 
holic stimulation. 

“That order is the best thing that 
patsy be done to enforce prohibition,” 

said Director. Richardson, “and I have 
recommended to the department that 
it be extended to include Illinois. 
Why, if an order prohibiting the with- 
@rawal of liquor or alcohol from bonded 
warehouses for any purpose whatso-

Cold figures prove the desperate 
financial situation, and financial wiz- 
ards as well as adroit diplomats see 
no hopeful solution,

It is up to you 
people to see the law is not repealed 
through the influence of those who 
spread false propaganda.” 


Plea for Wounded Fighters. 


Appealing for aid for disabled serv- 
ice men, Judge Landis said: 

“A national demand that our govern- 
ment render adequate aid to wounded 
and gassed soldiers is° urgent. Two 
years ago any man who would have 
said that our government would show 
the present attitude of indifference to- 
ward these heroes would have been 
shot. Only 28 per cent of the wounded 
and gassed in the war are being cared 
for in hospitals. Less than half of the 
80,000 who contracted tuberculosis in 
the service are being cared for by the 
government. All we have is a lot of

MIRACLE SAVES 
SHIP AFIRE AT 


Snutts Out Blaze. 


ian steamer Nettuno, en route from 
Port Arthur, Tex., to Brindisi, Italy, 
was towed into port today by the coast 


afire at sea. 

Capt. Rersini attributed the saving 
of his ship to a miracle—the explosion 
of her fuel oil tanks—which snuffed 
out the fire after it had raged un- 
checked for twenty hours. The blaze 
originated in the engine room from a 
bursting feed pipe when the Nettuno 
was four days out from Port Arthur 
from which it cleared on Jan. 21 witn 
a cargo of gasoline and fue) oil. At 
that time it was off the Florida coast 
in the vicinity of Bermuda. 


Twenty Hours a Floating Furnace. 


In a few moments the Nettuno was 
a seething inferno amidships. For 
twenty hours the fire raged unchecked, 
the ship wallowing helplessly in heavy. 
seas. The crew fought with despera- 
tion to keep the fires from the gasoline 
stored in the hold. 

Practically every lifeboat aboard had 
either been carried away or smashed 
bythe terrible. buffeting the tanker 
sustained during the hours the fire 
twisted and wrecked the engine room, 
and warped and cracked the steel decks 
and sideplates. 

Saved by Miracle. 


Then the unexpected occurred. The 
fire at last reached the fuel tanks, 
and the instant it did so there was a 
terrific explosion—so terrific that it 
destroyed the fire itself. 

Capt. Bersini praised the work of the 
chief engineers, P. Betteno ad Crosa, 
as well as of Engineer Landi Joanna, 
who volunteered to go below at the 
Mime the feed pipe burst to shy off

As nearly as human beings -can be certain of 
anything we are certain that during the term of 
a naval holiday we shall not attack Japan and that 
Great Britain and the United States will have no 
use for their navies against each other. 

We can afford to remain in our present relation 
to the British navy and in our present relation, to 
the Japanese navy. We cannot afford to allow the 
Japanese to outbuild us and the British cannot 
afford to allow any nation to outbuild them. : 

We can be certain that the British will not per- 
mit themselves to be outbuilt and that we, if we 
have any sense at all, will not permit Japan to 
pass us. Striving to maintain present relations by 
building is merely a waste of money and not an 
increase of strength. It is dangerous because no 
one knows when the nation in danger will decide 
that it is cheaper to fight than to build. 

The United States cannot afford to adopt a holi- 
day policy for itself unless it is joined by Great 
Britain and Japan. The naval affairs committee 
will not sound out Japan and Great Britain.

UST a year ago I talked with Dr. 
- Isadore Dyer about baldness. We 
‘discussed the study of hereditary 
baldness made under the auspices of 
the Eugenics laboratory. He dis- 
agreed wholly with the conclusions of 
that paper, saying baldness ran in fami- 
lies because they used the same hair 
brush or because in other ways it was 
easy for members of the same family, 
being generally members of the same 
household, to infect each other and thus 
cause baldness to run in the family. 

He was willing to admit the pattern 
of the bald spot might be the same in 
the members of a family, and that 
factor might be a matter of inheritance, 
but insisted that it did not have to do 
with the firet cause. A man who was 
becoming bald as the result of negtect 
might have the shape and location of 
his bald spot determined by inheritance 
or by pressure from a hat or by other

I asked Dr, Dyer to 
write me something on the cause and pre-. 
yention of baldness. My letter was re- 
ceived on the day of his death. His 
secretary sent me two articles on the 
subject from which I quote. There was 
no one in this country who knew the 
subject better than did Dr. Dyer. 

He heid that most baldness was due 
to conditions contracted in barber shops. 
He suggested that barber shops carry 
out the following simple rules and ad- 
vertise the fact that they do so: 

“This barber shop uses no brushes. 
All instruthents are sterilized before be- 
ing used on each customer. Persons 
with diseases of the skin or face or 
scalp are not served here. Barbers with 
a skin or venereal disease are not em- 
ployed here.” 


The prevention of crdinary presenile 
baldness is a matter of scalp hygiene. 
The hair should be brushed frequently 
and well and the scalp should be washed 
often enough to keep it clean. There is 
no objection to using some grease on 
the hair, especially if it is too dry. 

Some cases of greasy scalp are benefited 
by washing the hair and then greasing 
it lightly. The cause of this form of 


‘baldness is dandruff, and, though there 


are people who have dandruff for years 
before the hair thins greatly, neverthe- 
the great promoter of 
baldness. 
To cure dandruff he washed the scalp 
frequerttly with either green soap, tar 
soap, resorcin soap, naphthol soap, or 
sulphur soap, and following the wash- 
ing he rubbed in some stimulating sub- 
stance, such as chloral hydrate, jabor- 
andi, rosemary, cantharides (very cau- 
tiously), tar oils, castor oil, croton oil 
(in mfnute quantity), aijcohol, and

SOME GENERAL PREVENTIVES. 
M. L. H. writes: “ Are there any pre- 
monitory symptoms before a stroke of 
paralysis? If so, are there any precau- 
tions to take or rules of living to follow 
to guard against such a calamity? My 
father died of his second paralytic stroke, 
the first one having made his right side 
helpless. In that condition he lived for 
twenty years. His father before him 
died in the same way. I am subject to 
severe headaches beginning in the ball of 
the left eye and extending to the left 
temple, top of head, and back of the neck, 
affecting the left side only. Sometimes 
these attacks last for twenty-four hours. 
The pain in the neck, in cord at left side, 
frequently occurs without other disturb- 
ances. I have wondered if anything of 
this sort was a prelude to a paralytic 
stroke. , What is your opinion? These 
headaches do not’ occur as often now as 
they did when I was younger, but pain in 
the neck is more frequent and persistent. 
I am 60 years old.” 
REPLY. 
Apoplexy runs in families and you. accord- 
ing to the evidence, belong to an apoplectic 
family. You should have your blood pres- 
sure taken once or twice a year. Likewise 
have you urine periodically examined. High 
blood pressure is one sign of tendency to 
apoplexy. Dizzimess and fo Are others. 
With your family history it would be wise 
to keep your blood pressure within twenty 
points of normal for your age. You prob- 
ably will be better off if you live largely on 
milk, cereals, vegetables, and fruits, avoid- 
ing meat and eggs entirely. Above all, avoid 
constipation. Living a life free from violent 
emotional disturbances with enough exercise 
to keep your muscles fit and your joints lim- 
ber, but without severe physical exertion, con- 
duces to longevity. In all probability your 
headaches have been of the migraine or sick 
headache type. Such headaches lessen year 
by year as middle age merges into old age. 
SYMPTOMS OF APPENDICITIS. 
Appendix writes: “Just where does 
one get a pain during an attack of appen- 
dicitis? I have consulted a doctor who 
thinks I have a slight attack. I am anx- 
ious to know. On my right side about 
even with my waist line just to the right 
of my navel I often get a real sore feel- 
ing, ahd today for the first time I got lit- 
tle shooting pains which do not last more 
than a second.”
